— She was young, pale and 
looked like she was dying on 
her feet. Her husband, 20 
years her senior, guided his 
wife into the office of Dr. 
William 
Weathers Jr. and 
snapped: “Well, here she is, 
doc. Fix her and send her 
home.’’ He withdrew to a 
waiting room and flipped 
t h r o u g h 
a 
magazine, 
impatient for Dr. Weathers to 
“fix her.’’ 
Although 
the 
woman’s 
appearance was alarming, Dr. 
Weathers suspected that he 
would find no real organic 
cause 
for 
it, 
nothing 
medicine could fix. And he 
didn’t. The woman’s primary 
problem was not in her body. 
It was in the waiting room 
reading a magazine. 
Instead of throwing up 
his hands or referring the 
woman to a psychiatrist, Dr. 
Weathers did two things: To 
give her a rest and build up 
her strength, he admitted the 
woman to a hospital. To try 
and solve her problem, he 
put her under the care of his 
wife 
Mary 
Nell, 
a 
non- 
p hysician 
whose 
therapy 
consists merely of sypathetic 
talking - and listening. That 
night, she sat down by the 
woman’s bed for the first of 
several 
counseling 
sessions 
that would lead to recovery. 
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Thus began another case 
for this husband- wife team 
which 
practices 
a 
new 
concept in medicine, one the 
Weathers’ hope will become 
widespread. 
“The number of women 
who come to me -- and other 
physicians - with physical 
c o m p l a i n t s 
that 
are 
emotionally- 
based 
is 
incredible,” 
Dr. 
Weathers 
says. “Sexual difficulties are 
the predominant complaint. 
But 
the 
real trouble 
is 
hidden. And usually it is a 
problem in communicating 
with the husband.” 
The soft spoken Florida 
native, a gynecologist, found 
himself overwhelmed by such 
cases when he opened his 
office several years ago. 
“A lot of people who 
appear to be sick — and 
actually come in complaining 
of pain -- really just need 
someone to talk with, who 
they know will not laugh at 
them or ignore them. They 
come 
in 
with 
symptoms 
ranging 
from 
menstrual 
disorders to headaches to 
sex lal 
problems 
such 
as 
painful intercourse. 
“I found myself staying 
until 7 or 8 o ’clock at night 
counseling these women after 
I had seen all my patients for 
the day. And it got pretty 
rough on me, although it was 
obviously helpful to these 
women.” 
Dr. Weathers turned for 
help to his wife, a tall blonde 
Atlanta girl he met while in 
pre- medical school at Emory 
University. 
“He just said, 'You can 
do this so much better than I 
can, why don’t you come 
into the office?’ So I did, 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
recalls. 
“Counseling has 
been my 
inclination for years, as well 
as my training.” 
The Weathers’ have found 
t ha t 
a 
doctor- 
wife 
counseling team is accepted 
by many people who say 
they would never go to a 


psychiatrist 
or 
a 
social 
agency. 
“Some people are shy, or 
proud, or whatever, and just 
would 
not 
go 
to 
a 
psychiatrist’s office, or to a 
marriage counselor or family 
service agency,” Dr. Weathers 
said. “A lot of them refuse to 
go to a community agency 
because it smacks of charity. 
“But they 
are not so 
hesitant 
to come to the 
office of a gynecologist, or 
family doctor. A man often 
has to take his wife to the 
doctor anyway, so he is not 
embarrassed 
to 
be 
there. 
Unfortunately, 
not 
many 
doctors 
offer 
counseling, 
mostly because they don’t 
have time. But some also 
don’t know how to do it. 
However, it’s not necessary 
that a counselor be a doctor;' 
if 4°ctors would just have 
somebody in the office to do 
the counseling. Although Mrs. 
Weathers has a degree in social work 
and studied 
nursing three 
years, she and her husband 
a g ree 
t ha t 
academic 
qualifications are a secondary 
consideration. 
“The important thing is 
the simple quality of being 
able to listen and advise,” 
Mrs. Weathers said. 
However, she does attend 
many professional seminars 
on counseling, either with 
her husband, such as those 
sponsored by the American 
College of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, or on her own, 
such as a recent American 
Medical Association meeting 
on the quality of life. And 
she reads “everything I can 
get my hand on having to do 
with counseling.” 
Word has gotten around 
about the unique service and 
now counseling patients are 
referred by other physicians 
and by former patients, but 
many continue to come in 
the guise of physically ill 
persons. 
“They’ll tell me what ’s 
bothering them and I will 
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make an examination - and 
find 
nothing wrong,” Dr. 
Weathers said. 
“Then I’ll 
start asking about their home 
situation, and their marriage. 
Finally I’ll get it out of them. 
And that’s when I send them 
to Nell, who will frequently 
consult with me on a case.” 
Sometimes, the patient’s 
true feelings are nor revealed 
until after she is in a hospital.

Weathers said, “the home 
situation is so bad you don’t 
have the heart to send them 
back three right away. So 
you put them in the hospital 
for a couple of days. And in 
the hospital, some women 
tend to open up and talk. I 
suppose this is because they 
are 
free 
of 
their 
usual 
environment and the hospital 
is 
a 
protected, 
sheltered 
atmosphere where they feel 
free to talk.” 
The Weathers office itself 
tends to put visitors at ease 
to a large extent - instead of 
looking 
modernistically 
sterile, 
it 
is 
warm 
and 
interesting, reflecting their 
interest in antiques: An old 
crank telephone on the wall, 
a Sears catalog from the 
1890s on the end table, an 
old 
pair 
of 
homemade 
crutches 
and, 
on 
Dr. 
Weathers’ 
desk, 
a 
bottle 
made several centuries ago in 
Holland and dug up during 
excavation for a skyscraper 
in Jacksonville, Fla. 
Nell’s niche is barely wide 
enough for a desk and a 
couple of chairs. But instead 
of complaining about that, 
she feels its atmosphere of 
closeness is helpful to the 
patient. 
“I think it’s much better 
than having to look across some 
great expanse at each other, 
with 
the counselor sitting 
back with folded hands and 
nodding 
every 
now 
and 
then,” she said. 
Patients, 
mostly 
wives 
and mothers, can relate to 
her in another way, too -- on 
the wall in front of them is a 
picture 
of 
her 
with 
Dr. 
Weathers and their children, 
Cathy, 13, Billy, 11, and 
Rose Marie, 5. 
“Sometimes it only takes 
one or two talk sessions and 
the problem is solved,” Mrs. 
Weathers said. 
“But it is 
solved by the patient. I offer 
an alternate point of view 
and 
try 
to make helpful 
suggestions, but don’t judge 
people and I don’t make 
decisions for them. I just try 
to 
help 
them 
do 
that 
themselves. 
“For example, one girl 
came to Bill and said she had 
abdominal pain. While he was 
examining her he could tell 
she was very upset about 
something. 
And when he 
couldn’t find anything wrong 
physically, he sent her to me. 
“I sensed some actual 
panic 
in 
her. 
She 
had 
recently 
married, for the 
second time, and he was a 
fine hard- working man who 
was giving her and her 5- 
year- old son a good home. 
But the first husband was 
pressuring her to come back 
to him - and she herself was 
u p set 
because 
of 
the 
breakup, 
even though the 
first 
husba nd 
was 
a 
philanderer and mistreated 
her. 
But 
she felt 
guilty 
nonetheless, as if she were 
somehow less of a woman 
because she didn’t hold on to 
her husband. 
“We just talked about all 
this, got her feelings out in 
the 
open. 
I 
told her — 
truthfully - that far from 
being less of a woman she 
was a very fine person by 
thinking of the welfare of her 
son 
... 
and 
by 
carefully 
choosing a good man for her 
second husband. It only took 
two visits and a couple of 
phone calls to change 
her 
outlook, to the point where 
she 
could 
tell 
her

husband to lq§ve her alone 
and to be satisfied herself. 
“ A d m i t t e d l y , 
t h e 
counseling wasn’t much - 
but it was just enough at the 
right time.”

might be gummed up in a

her office wall. It is by Dinah 
Maria Mulock Craik, 19th 
century English novelist: 
“Oh, 
the comfort, the

but pouring them all right 
out just as they are, chaff 
and grain together; certain 
that a faithful hand will take 
and sift them, keep what is 
worth keeping, and then with 
the breath of kindness blow 
the rest away.” 
Such comfort also came 
to an older woman patient, 
who felt a general depression 
after her children grew up 
and left home, and she no 
longer 
had 
a 
focus 
for 
concern. 
“But it was more than the 
u s u a l 
‘e m p t y 
n e s t ’ 
syndrome,” 
Mrs. Weathers 
said. 
“She 
had 
always 
thought so much of others 
that there was a real void in 
her 
life. 
Now, 
there 
is 
nothing wrong with thinking 
of others, as long as you also 
have what I call a healthy 
selfishness. That is, don’t lose 
sight of your own needs. I 
just had to get her to realize 
this and she was all right.” 
Are there danger signals 
that tell a person to seek 
counseling? 
“Yes,” 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
s a i d . 
“ If 
y o u 
are 
continuously unhappy, do it. 
And 
go to someone you 
trust. That won’t necessarily 
be a relative - in fact, family 
members are usually so close 
to the situation that they are 
not suitable; they are too 
biased and often too rigid in 
their views. The first line of 
defense, I would say, is the 
family doctor. If he does not 
do counseling -- or cannot 
because of his patient load ~ 
he 
may well direct you to 
competent help.” 
How can husbands and 
wives 
avoid 
reaching that 
unhappy state? 
“Talk to each other. A lot 
of people can’t really say 
how 
they 
feel 
about 
something, 
they 
have 
suppressed their feelings for 
so long. Talking to each 
other is a skill that can be 
learned. 
“You can even have a real 
good 
argument, 
and 
do 
yourselves a lot of good, as 
long as you draw limits and 
stick 
to 
issues, 
without 
getting into personalities.” 
As for avoiding conflict 
within oneself: 
“One good step is self- 
a c c e p t a n c e , 
accepting 
yourself as you are now, not 
under 
certain 
conditions. 
Not, 'when I lose weight’ or 
‘when I quit smoking’ or 
whatever. But NOW.” 
Religion is a great aid to 
counselors, 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
said, in helping patients to 
feel better about themselves: 
“I tell them the love of God 
is unconditional.” 
Patients pay from $5 to 


$15 a visit, depending on the 
length of the session. 
The 
results 
can 
be 
literally 
amazing, 
Mrs. 
Weathers said, citing the case 
of the young woman whose 
domineering husband 
said, 
“fix her and send her home!” 
“This very successful man 
had married the girl when she 
was 16 and kept her virtually 
a child for 10 years,” Mrs. 
Weathers said. “He made all 
the decisions, he ran her life. 
Finally, this oppression of 
her own personality and her 
fears and frustrations just got 
to her and she went further 
into a shell, not eating nor 
showing interest in anything. 
When she came to us she was 
in really bad shape. 
“And when we told the 
husband what the trouble 
appeared to be, he wouldn’t 
believe us. *1 don't buy that, 
I don’t buy that,’ he kept 
saying. 
“But he did allow the 
counseling. And after a few 
sessions 
of exploring 
her 
feelings and reinforcing her 
self- esteem, she got better. 
“The turning point came 
w h e n 
s h e 
had 
an 
appointment to see me one 
day and he decided she had 
had enough, that he wouldn’t 
take her. She came anyway 
and told me that she said to 
him, ‘I don’t know what 
you’re going to do, but I’m 
g o i n g 
to 
k e e p my 
appointment.’ 
“She has filed for divorce, 
and told him, 'If we stay 
together, I'm going to have 
something 
to 
say 
about 
things.’ ” 
There also is a postscript 
to the story, Mrs. Weathers 
said:

here. “ Our cows were about 75 
per cent finished calving. The 
first couple of storms weren’t 
too bad. Then came a long, 
snowy winter and that put a 
great deal of stress on the 
calves. Our calves stayed under 
this stress until early April. 
Thirty per cent of our fall calf 
crop died.” 
The Weather Service Office 
at 
Goodland, 
recorded 
in 
excess of 68 inches of snow for 
the winter. “ This is a record 
for total snowfall for a winter 
season here,” said Warren O. 
Eckert, official-in-charge of the 
WSO. “ The winter of 1971-72 
produced only 17 inches,” he 
said. During April of this year, 
7.2 inches of snow fell in the 
Goodland area. 
At 
one 
time 
this 
past 
winter, more than 2,000 head of 
dead cattle were collected in 
this vicinity and piled west of 
Goodland awaiting a break in

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CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. 
— She was young, pale and 
looked like she was dying on 
her feet. Her husband, 20 
years her senior, guided his 
wife into the office of Dr. 
William 
Weathers 
Jr. 
and 
snapped: “ Well, here she is, 
doc. Fix her and send her 
home.” He withdrew to a 
waiting 
room 
and flipped 
t h r o u g h 
a 
magazine, 
impatient for Dr. Weathers to 
“ fix her.” 
Although 
the 
woman’s 
appearance was alarming, Dr. 
Weathers suspected that he 
would find no real organic 
cause 
for 
it, 
nothing 
medicine could fix. And he 
didn’t. The woman’s primary 
problem was not in her body. 
It was in the waiting room 
reading a magazine. 
Instead of throwing up 
his hands or referring the 
woman to a psychiatrist, Dr. 
Weathers did two things: To 
give her a rest and build up 
her strength, he admitted the 
woman to a hospital. To try 
and solve her problem, he 
put her under the care of his 
wife 
Mary 
Nell, 
a 
non­ 
physician 
whose 
therapy 
consists merely of sypathetic 
talking - and listening. That 
night, she sat down by the 
woman’s bed for the first of 
several 
counseling 
sessions 
that would lead to recovery. 
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Thus began another case 
for this husband- wife team 
which 
practices 
a 
new 
concept in medicine, one the 
Weathers’ hope will become 
widespread. 
“ The number of women 
who come to me - and other 
physicians -- with physical 
c o m p l a i n t s 
that 
are 
e mo ti o na ll y * 
based 
is 
incredible,” 
Dr. 
Weathers 
says. “ Sexual difficulties are 
the predominant complaint. 
But 
the 
real trouble 
is 
hidden. And usually it is a 
problem in communicating 
with the husband.” 
The soft spoken Florida 
native, a gynecologist, found 
himself overwhelmed by such 
cases when he opened his 
office several years ago. 
“ A lot of people who 
appear to be sick -* and 
actually come in complaining 
of pain — really just need 
someone to talk with, who 
they know will not laugh at 
them or ignore them. They 
come 
in 
with 
symptoms 
ranging 
from 
menstrual 
disorders 
to 
headaches to 
sex lal 
problems

painful intercourse. 
“ I found myself staying 
until 7 or 8 o ’clock at night 
counseling these women after 
I had seen all my patients for 
the day. And it got pretty 
rough on me, although it was 
obviously helpful to these 
women.” 
Dr. Weathers turned for 
help to his wife, a tall blonde 
Atlanta girl he met while in 
pre* medical school at Emory 
University. 
“ He just said, ‘You can 
do this so much better than I 
can, why don’t you come 
into the office?’ So I did, ” 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
recalls. 
“ Counseling 
has 
been my 
inclination for years, as well 
as my training.” 
The Weathers’ have found 
t h a t 
a 
doctor- 
wife 
counseling team is accepted 
by many people who say 
they would never go to a 


psychiatrist 
or 
a 
social 
agency. 
“ Some people are shy, or 
proud, or whatever, and just 
would 
not 
go 
to 
a 
psychiatrist’s office, or to a 
marriage counselor or family 
service agency,” Dr. Weathers 
said. “ A lot of them refuse to 
go to a community agency 
because it smacks of charity. 
“ But 
they 
are not so 
hesitant 
to 
come 
to 
the 
office of a gynecologist, or 
family doctor. A man often 
has to take his wife to the 
doctor anyway, so he is not 
embarrassed 
to 
be 
there. 
Unfortunately, 
not 
many 
doctors 
offer 
counseling, 
mostly because they don’t 
have time. But some also 
don’t know how to do it. 
However, it’s not necessary 
that a counselor be a doctor; 
if (Joctors would just have 
somebody in the office to do 
the counseling.

Weathers has a degree in social work 
and studied 
nursing three 
years, she and her husband

qualifications are a secondary 
consideration. 
“ The important thing is 
the simple quality of being 
able to listen and advise,” 
Mrs. Weathers said. 
However, she does attend 
many professional seminars 
on counseling, either with 
her husband, such as those 
sponsored by the American 
College 
of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, or on her own, 
such as a recent American 
Medical Association meeting 
on the quality of life. And 
she reads “ everything I can 
get my hand on having to do 
with counseling.” 
Word has gotten around 
about the unique service and 
now counseling patients are 
referred by other physicians 
and by former patients, but 
many continue to come in 
the guise of physically ill 
persons. 
“ TheyTl tell me what ’s 
bothering them and I will 
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make an examination - and 
find

wrong,”

“ Then 
I’ll 
start asking about their home 
situation, and their marriage. 
Finally I’ll get it out of them. 
And that’s when I send them 
to Nell, who will frequently 
consult with me on a case.” 
Sometimes, the patient’s 
true feelings are nor revealed 
until after she is in a hospital. 
" With 
s o m e , " 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
said, “ the home 
situation is so bad you don’t 
have the heart to send them 
back three right away. So 
you put them in the hospital 
for a couple of days. And in 
the hospital, some women 
tend to open up and talk. I 
suppose this is because they 
are 
free 
of 
their 
usual 
environment and the hospital 
is 
a 
protected, 
sheltered 
atmosphere where they feel 
free to talk.” 
The Weathers office itself 
tends to put visitors at ease 
to a large extent - instead of 
looking 
modernistically 
sterile, 
it is 
warm 
and 
interesting, reflecting 
their 
interest in antiques: An old 
crank telephone on the wall, 
a 
Sears 
catalog from the 
1890s on the end table, an 
old 
pair 
of 
homemade 
c rutches 
and, 
on 
Dr. 
Weathers’ 
desk, 
a 
bottle 
made several centuries ago in 
Holland and dug up during 
excavation for a skyscraper 
in Jacksonville, Fla. 
Nell’s niche is barely wide 
enough for a desk and a 
couple of chairs. But instead 
of complaining about that, 
she feels its atmosphere of 
closeness is helpful to the 
patient. 
“ I think it’s much better 
than having to look across some 
great expanse at each other, 
with 
the counselor sitting 
back with folded hands and 
nodding 
every

then,” she said. 
Patients, 
mostly 
wives 
and mothers, can relate to 
her in another way, too ** on 
the wall in front of them is a 
picture 
of 
her 
with 
Dr. 
Weathers and their children, 
Cathy, 13, Billy, 11, and 
Rose Marie, 5. 
“ Sometimes it only takes 
one or two talk sessions and 
the problem is solved,” Mrs. 
Weathers 
said, 
“ But it is 
solved by the patient. I offer 
an alternate point of view 
and 
try 
to 
make helpful 
suggestions, but don’t judge 
people and I don’t make 
decisions for them. 1 just try 
to 
help 
them 
do 
that 
themselves. 
“ For example, one girl 
came to Bill and said she had 
abdominal pain. While he was 
examining her he could tell 
she was very upset about 
something. 
And 
when 
he 
couldn’t find anything wrong 
physically, he sent her to me. 
“ 1 
sensed 
some 
actual 
panic 
in 
her. 
She 
had 
recently 
married, 
for 
the 
second time, and he was a 
fine hard* working man who 
was giving her and her 5* 
year* old son a good home. 
But the first husband was 
pressuring her to come back 
to him - and she herself was 
upset 
because 
of 
the 
breakup, 
even though the 
first 
husband 
was 
a 
philanderer 
and mistreated 
her. 
But 
she 
felt 
guilty 
nonetheless, as if she were 
somehow less of a woman 
because she didn’t hold on to 
her husband. 
“ We just talked about all 
this, got her feelings out in 
the 
open.

told

truthfully *- that far from 
being less of a woman she 
was a very fine person by 
thinking of the welfare of her 
son 
... 
and 
by 
carefully 
chooaing a good man for her 
second husband. It only took 
two visits and a couple of 
phone calls

but it was just enough at the 
right time.”

counseling's value to patients

her office wall It is by Dinah 
Maria Mulock Craik,

century English novelist:

the comfort, the 
inexpressible 
comfort

fttelii.j ui»f«' with a person, 


having 
neither 
to 
weigh 
thoughts nor measure words, 
but pouring them all right 
out just as they are, chaff 
and grain together; certain 
that a faithful hand will take 
and sift them, keep what is 
worth keeping, and then with 
the breath of kindness blow 
the rest away.” 
Such comfort also came 
to an older woman patient, 
who felt a general depression 
after her children grew up 
and left home, and she no 
longer 
had 
a 
focus 
for 
concern. 
“ But it was more than the 
u s u a l 
‘ e m p t y 
n e s t * 
syndrome,” 
Mrs. Weathers 
said. 
“ She 
had 
always 
thought so much of others 
that there was a real void in 
her 
life. 
Now, 
there 
is 
nothing wrong with thinking 
of others, as long as you also 
have what I call a healthy 
selfishness. That is, don’t lose 
sight of your own needs. I 
just had to get her to realize 
this and she was all right.” 
Are there danger signals 
that tell a person to seek 
counseling? 
“ Yes,” 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
s a i d . 
“ I f 
y o u 
a r e 
continuously unhappy, do it. 
And 
go 
to someone you 
trust. That won’t necessarily 
be a relative -* in fact, family 
members are usually so close 
to the situation that they are 
not suitable; they are too 
biased and often too rigid in 
their views. The first line of 
defense, I would say, is the 
family doctor. If he does not 
do counseling *• or cannot 
because of his patient load - 
he 
may well direct you to 
competent help.” 
How can husbands and 
wives 
avoid 
reaching 
that 
unhappy state? 
“ Talk to each other. A lot 
of people can’t really say 
how 
they 
feel 
about 
so met hi ng, 
they 
have 
suppressed their feelings for 
so 
long. 
Talking 
to each 
other is a skill that can be 
learned. 
“ You can even have a real 
good 
argument, 
and 
do 
yourselves a lot of good, as 
long as you draw limits and 
stick 
to 
issues, 
without 
getting into personalities.” 
As for avoiding conflict 
within oneself: 
“ One good step is self- 
a c c e p t a n c e , 
accepting 
yourself as you are now, not 
under 
certain 
conditions. 
Not, ‘when I lose weight’ or 
‘when I quit smoking’ or 
whatever. But NOW.” 
Religion is a great aid to 
counselors, 
Mrs. 
Weathers 
said, in helping patients to 
feel better about themselves: 
“ I tell them the love of God 
is unconditional.” 
Patients pay from $5 to 


$15 a visit, depending on the 
length of the session. 
The 
results 
can 
be 
literally 
amazing, 
Mrs. 
Weathers said, citing the case 
of the young woman whose 
domineering husband 
said, 
“ fix her and send her home!” 
“ This very successful man 
had married the girl when she 
was 16 and kept her virtually 
a child for 10 years,” Mrs. 
Weathers said. “ He made all 
the decisions, he ran her life. 
Finally, this oppression of 
her own personality and her 
fears and frustrations just got 
to her and she went further 
into a shell, not eating nor 
showing interest in anything. 
When she came to us she was 
in really bad shape. 
“ And when we told the 
husband what the trouble 
appeared to be, he wouldn’t 
believe us. ‘I don’t buy that, 
I don’t buy that,’ he kept 
saying. 
"B ut he did allow the 
counseling. And after a few 
sessions 
of 
exploring 
her 
feelings and reinforcing her 
self- esteem, she got better. 
“ The turning point came 
w h e n 
s h e 
h a d 
an 
appointment to see me one 
day and he decided she had 
had enough, that he wouldn’t 
take her. She came anyway 
and told me that she said to 
him, ’I don’t know what 
you’re going to do, but I’m 
g o i n g

“ She has filed for divorce, 
and told him, ‘If we stay 
together, I’m going to have 
something 
to 
say 
about 
things.’ ” 
There also is a postscript 
to the story, Mrs. Weathers 
said:

Weather lias major effect on cattle industry

industry. The winter of 1972-73 
could go down in history as 
one of tin* most severe of this 
century, 
with 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of livestock dying. 
“ Our trouble started Oct. 29, 
1972, 
when 
the 
first 
had 
snowstorm came,” said Dick 
Hays, a cow-calf producer near 
here. “ Our cows were about 75 
per cent finished calving. The 
first couple of storms weren’t 
too bad. Then came a long, 
snowy winter and that put a 
great 
deal 
of stress on 
the 
calves. Our calves stayed under 
this 
stress until early 
April. 
Thirty jM>r cent of our fall calf 
crop died.” 
The Weather Service Office 
at 
Goodland, 
recorded 
in 
excess of 68 inches of snow for 
the winter. “ This is a record 
for total snowfall for a winter 
season here,” said Warren O. I 
Eckert, official in charge of the 
W SO . “ The 
winter of 1971 72 
produced only 17 inches,” he 
said. During April of this year, ] 
7.2 inches of snow fell in the 
Goodland area. 
A t 
one 
time 
this 
past 
winter, more than 2,000 head of 
dead cattle were collected in 
this vicinity and piled west of 
Goodland awaiting a break in 
the weather so they could be 
tra n s p o rte d 
to 
rendering 
plants. Today, many rendering 
plants still are bogged down 
w ith 
d ead 
cattle 
to 
be 
processed. Ranchers must now 
bury their dead cattle - which 
results in additional expense. 
Greater death losses could 
have occurred had not Hays, 
and his ranching peers across 
the livestock belt, used every 
protective measure available to 
them. 
We gave our calves vitamin 
shots, pneumonia shots, plus 
every damn shot and thing you 
could 
think o f,” Hays said. I 
“ Believe it or not but most of 
our 
calves 
died 
of 
ulcers. 
U lcers!” Hays added that if j 
that wasn’t enough, the calves 
g ot 
s c o u rs , 
a 
fo rm 
of 
dynsentary in cattle, from the 
damp and cold. 
Hays and his son, Pete, run 
480-head of cows on irrigated 
pasture. Eventually, they hope 
to have 800. Their figures show 
that each calf at birth costs 
them $117 — and this doesn’t, 
include the value of the calf, 
labor expenses and the other 
variables involved, such as a 
r e t u r n 
on 
th e ir 
la n d , 
m achinery, labor, etc. 
“ Each cow eats five cents 
worth of protein a day, one 
penny’s worth of mineral, 15 
cents worth of roughage, and 
two cents a day can be added 
for taxes on an anim al,” said 
the younger Hays. “ 'Phis makes 
the cost of keeping the cow $91 
per year. Then you have to add
